When it was all ever i agreed to turn ever the jfeetags to tho Foundations 
those days Schoenran personally) with tho express understanding that ay name 
would nevur be connected with the perfect. I never consider a film j ay own unless 
I atrucuture and edit it and in. tliis^oas© not only the was film uncut; it was 
unfinished and I had n# intentl©rT*£ finishing it.
